WASHINGTON, Jan. IO — In­ 
come tax paying individuals and 
consum er! in general will get post­ 
w ar tax relief ahead of corpora­ 
tions, it appeared today, if federal 
reserve board views accurately re­ 
flect President Roosevelts inten­ 
tions. 
The President's budget message 
warned that there could be no tax 
relief while we are engaged in 
m ajor war. He said only minor 
adjustm ent could be made after 
there had been m ajor cuts in w ar 
expenditures.

DIET AND HEALTH 


The Problem of Diet 
In Certain Diseases 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M D. 


A CONSTANT problem with 
the modem scientific dietitian is 
how to furnish a balanced diet for 
those patients who have diseases

limitation of foods. For instance, 
diabetes. 
The diabetic patient is required 
to reduce and limit the amount of 
starch, sugar and carbohvdrate#. 
So he is likely to ask - “I have been 
told that I should get a daily sup­ 
ply of vitamin C out of orange 
juice or other fruit juices, and a 
daily supply of vitamin B from 
cereals or whole wheat or certain 
vegetables, but here I am not 
allowed to take fruit juices be­ 
cause they are so largely com- 
t 
osed of pure sugar, and I am for- 
idden cereals and bread, so where 
do I stand?” 
The difficulties art mort appar­ 
ent than raal, but still confusion is 
likely to exist in the patient's 
mind at first. 
The situation is even mort com­ 
plicated when dealing with chil­ 
dren with such chronic diseases as 
diabetas, nephritis, allergy and 
heart trouble because we not only 
have to keep the child in ordinary 
nutritional balance, but also allow 
for growth. 


Don't Starve Child 


The mistake that the meal plan­ 
ner is most likely to fall into is 
not to give a child enough food— 
not to supply enough calories. An 
average adult of 150 pounds at 
ordinary activity can get along 
with 1500 to 2000 calories. An ac­ 
tive boy of five will use 1500 cal­ 
ories and by the time he is ten 
he will be using 2500 calories. The 
peak of caloric requirement ta 


about sixteen f*r ho-** nr girl* 
when they use up about 4000 
calories. No wonder they eat be­ 
tween meals: nature tells them to. 
I say the difficulty of supplying 
this to the child with a chronic 
..*eise i* m c# apparent than real 
because the disease of childhood in 
’ hi* ii caloric restriction is most 
likely to be imposed is diabetes 
and when insulin is brought in as 
part of tre a tm ert any amount of 
calorics and any kind of food may 
be taken. 
The protein requirement of chil­ 
dren is hip-cr than saults— nat­ 
urally because protein is the ele­ 
ment of which flesh is made and 
the child is growing. An adult 
needs from one e two grams of 
protein per pound of body weight, 
but in a child from the ages of 
eleven to fifteen the requirement 
is two to three times th a t Thia 
problem affects the conscientious 
meal planners with children with 
kidney and heart disease, but it 
may be remembered that Dr. SI a t­ 
tack, of Harvard, used to say to 
the dieticians—’The patient ie 
more important than the disease.” 
Enough protein for growth won’t 
hurt kidney and heart diseases. 


Calcium And Phoephora* 
Calcium and phosphorus are far 
more necessary for children than 
adulta, going into the growth o f 
bone, and nervoua tissue. Milk, 
watercress, beans, lettuce, eab- 
bege, whole wheat bread, are foods 
which contain good quantities of 
both chemicals. 
Salt restriction in children who 
have kidney trouble with dropsy 
should not be carried too far. The 
idea of forbidding not only table 
salt but every food which contains 
salt will refult in more harm than 
good except during the acute ex­ 
acerbation of the disease*. 
The vitamin problem solves it­ 
self in these days of synthetic 
vitamins. But be sure they are 
fresh and active.

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Bitter Weather and Draft May Cut County Food Production,

ON FARM WORK 


Plowing And Corn 
Husking 


Hindered— Roads Blocked, 


Schools Closed 


Food production in Pickaway 
county may be sharply curtailed 
during 1945 if farm ers do not get 
relief from present complications, 
it was indicated Wednesday. 
The bitter w inter w eather which 
has gripped the county for the last 
month may cause a reduction in 
the 1945 wheat crop. Stripping of 
farm s of youthful workers also 
will hurt production, farm ers state. 
F irst snow which fell was ex­ 
pected to be a boon to wheat, be­ 
cause it provided a cover. But 
rains which melted much of the 
snow and penetrated to the ground 
froze, forming a hard crust over 
the crop which is expected to be 
harm ful. Snow* on top of th at and 
continued snow threaten to keep 
this cruct on the wheat for sever­ 
al week,** 
Farm ers Suffer 
Farm ers have suffered 
much 
from the bad weather. 
W inter 
plowing, much of which is usually 
done by this time, is impossible. 
H usking of corn is a ’most im­ 
possible and farm ers who have 
not got the bulk of their corn husk­ 
ed are “out of luck.” It La feared 
the snow and bitter cold will con­ 
tinue until near spring w’hich will 
pile up too much work for fanners 
to get it all done. 
Feeding and waterin'* of live­ 
stock also has become a problem. 
Stock m ust be kept in bar is or 
barnyards and most barnyards are 
a glare of ice. Some farm ers re­ 
port they have been unable to get 
horses out to haul in fodder and 
com. Each fodder shock Is full of 
snow and almost every stock Is 
frozen fast to the ground. Creeks 
and other stream s w'hieh normally 
furnish vvat r to stock are frozen 
over and farm ers have trouble 
keeping anything but ice in w ater­ 
ing troughs. 
Many farm ers have been isola­ 
ted since the first heavy snow'. In 
some sections of the county town­ 
ship roads have not been cleared 
of drifts which piled up in Decem­ 
ber. O thers have been cleared but 
closed again by succeeding ice and 
snow\ 
Schools Clotted 
Some farm children have miss­ 
ed up to four w’eeks of school. 
Saltcreek township closed Tuesday 
a fte r tw o buses failed to reach the 
school. One got stuck in a drift 
and another slid off the road into 
rn ditch. 
New snow falling 
Wednesday 
threatened to close those schools 
which are operating. Four were 
not operating Tuesday. 
M eetings of farm groups have 
suffered 
from 
the 
bad 
roads. 
Grange and other m eetings have 
been postponed. O rganization of 
the Pickaw ay county soil conser­ 
vation district has been delayed 
because elected supervisors have 
been unable to meet to complete 
their organization. 
New national draft orders to call 
for exam ination all men under 25

county farms. Although there are 
less than IOO such men in the 
county their loss would be felt by 
farm ers who are already short of 
help, they contend.

By ESTHER V. W. TUFTY 
Central Press Correspondent 
WASHINGTON—Many a good 
yarn has been w ritten about what 
happens in the life of a dollar bilL 
Only a few treasury officials know 
it, but soon a new chapter will be 
added to the life story of all Uncle 
Sam ’s bills that grow "old and 
tired.” 
No longer will five tons of hon- 
est-to-goodness money be burned 
up every day. 
Oft Jan. I, the 
treasury will adopt the revolution­ 
ary policy of converting old money 
Into new paper. This is good news 
to m anufacturers of ultra fine sta ­ 
tionery, newspaper matrices, and 
those needing a fiber base in plas­ 
tic making. 
W hat a field day for stationery 
advertisers who can promise the 
bride that her wedding invitations 
will be engraved on paper "worth 
a million dollars” ! 
This is how it ail happened. 
A 
certain newspaper m at m anufac­ 
turer was wringing his hands in 
desperation over the shortage of 
high grade paper pulp in the mid­ 
dle of a war paper shortage. 
He would have liked nothing 
better than to put his hands on the 
supply that flowed Into the treas­ 
ury every day and came out In 
crisp new currency. 
Suddenly It dawned on him that 
he might get some after the treas­ 
ury was through with i t 
Not the 
ashes, but if mashed up Into a 
pulp or *'owder. 


Search for Machinery 
Treasury offic'als were agree­ 
able.
